NOBBY'S 
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STRAIGHT TALKING 


Seeing the true potential for a straight from 
your hole cards is not always as obvious as you 
might think. Clearly if you land Ace-King 
you’re immediately fizzing with the thought of 
the highest straight possible. Funnily enough a 
more humble Ten-Nine has a much better 
straight potential than the more regal Ace-King. 
The reason should immediately impact on your 
brain. Ten-Nine can be used to make Ten-Nine- 
Eight-Seven-Six if the flop, the turn and the 
river choose to oblige. However, Ten-Nine also 
has the chance of producing Nine-Ten-Jack- 
Queen-King or Eight-Nine-Ten-Jack-Queen or 
Seven-Eight-Nine-Ten-Jack. Put simply, the hole 
cards Ten-Nine have four times the chance of 
producing a straight than Ace-King. This is not 
something a new player would immediately 
deduce and is worth filing away in a poker 
pigeon hole. 


Bluffing online is a much tougher task than 
bluffing in a face to face social game. 
Physical presence obviously offers far more 
clues as to an opponent’s demeanor. Bluffing 
online is a different art form and depends to 
a large extent on position. Why is position 
critical? 

It gives you the opportunity to see how 
opponents ahead of you are reacting and to 
note if the situation is looking suitable for a 
bluff in late position to be attempted. Here’s 
an example to offer clarity. 

A player ahead of you raises pre-flop. You 
are holding Ten and Jack of Diamonds and 
call. Seven of Hearts, Eight of Diamonds 
and Three of Spades are delivered by the 
flop. A flop like this is unlikely to have 
offered very much to your opponent, but he’s 
possibly holding a better pair of hole cards 
than you. This is a bluff opportunity 
unfolding. Go for a small raise so that you 
look like you’re angling for a call. Should 
your opponent fold, you may well have won 
the day with a lesser hand than he was 
holding. Should your opponent call, you’re 
in a position to go for a larger bluff on the 
turn. Only if he re-raises should you 
consider giving up on your strategy. 


BLUFFING 

MADE SAFER 
The above scenario is the kind of bluffing that 
goes on amongst experienced players all the time. 
The safest form of bluffing online for a beginner 
is to be disciplined enough to take notes on the 
betting habits of your opponents. Note how they 
typically play certain hands. A regular habit of 
studying “hand histories” will assist with this as 
well. Certain types of player always emerge as 
the best candidates for a bluff.

MANCHESTER United skip- 
per Ruud van Nistelrooy has 
admitted the team’s shock at 
Roy Keane’s departure. 

The Dutchman scored two 
goals in United’s 3-1 victory 
over Charlton, and will be 
investigated by police over 
his celebrations which 
injured a Valley steward and 
saw two fans arrested. 


But he paid an emotional 
tribute to Keane, saying: “We 
heard about it on Friday and 
it was huge shock. Hearing 
that news made it a sad day. 

“T needed some time to deal 
with that and to get over it, 
which was impossible in such 
a short space of time. But you

have to try and forget it a lit- 
tle and focus on the game, 
even though it made such an 
impact on us. 

“Tt is difficult to say 
whether this will be the start 
of a new era because it was 
all so fresh. 

“I think Roy will always be 
remembered as one of the 
greatest ever to play for the 
club and his leadership, qual- 
ity of play and character will 
always be with us as well. 

“I worked hard and trained 
with him for four-and-a-half- 
years and he is the best player 
I have ever played with. 

“It is just a shame that it 
had to end.” 


SIR Alex Ferguson sat as calmly as a 
Mafia boss who had just ruthlessly 
cut adrift a disloyal lieutenant. 


Having established there is only room for one 
‘Made Man’ at Old Trafford, Fergie got on with 
business at usual, refusing to be drawn into the 
emotion swirling around Roy Keane’s shock 
departure. 

As Charlton boss Alan Curbishley revealed: 
“T left Sir Alex alone in my office before the 
game. He watched some of the horse racing, he 
watched a little of Wigan against Arsenal. He 
was fine.” 

Curbs then joked: “He then came into our 
dressing room, listened to our team talk and 
went out and battered us.” 

Fergie may have been hurting but he never 
showed it at The Valley — but, then again, that 
is how a dictator generally operates. 

The thick-skinned Scot has not survived 19 
years at the Theatre of Dreams without 
developing a killer instinct and an art for 
self-preservation. 

His fallen skipper may have been on the fans’ 
agenda, as “Keano” rang around south east 
London. However, as far as Fergie was con- 
cerned, Saturday was all about Ruud and 
Rooney and the future rather than the past. 

The United strikeforce destroyed a poor 
Charlton side, who appear to have run out of 
steam before Christmas rather than after it. 

Typically it was Keane’s midfield replace- 
ment, Alan Smith, who drilled home United’s 
opener in a scintillating first half before the 
“Two Rs’ took over. 


Destructive 


Darren Ambrose had the temerity to 
equalise, but then Ruud Van Nistelrooy 
volleyed home a brilliant goal after a fantastic 
Wayne Rooney run. Part of Keane’s problem in 
the last 18 months was that not enough players 
were performing to their potential. 

That could not be said about Rooney and Van 
Nistelrooy on Saturday as they proved what a 
destructive partnership they can be. 

The main characteristic of a Mafia leader is 
that he is never wrong. So it is no surprise that 
Fergie’s decision to use Rooney as a winger for 
the first 14 months of his United career has 
been shoved under the carpet. 

It wound Keane up, as did Carlos Queiroz’s 
convoluted tactics, as the Irishman urged 
Fergie to return to a high-tempo 4-4-2 system. 

That is exactly what the United boss has 
done. But, of course, it was all his idea, noth- 
ing to do with the screaming rants of his for- 
mer captain who could see a proud club crash- 
ing around his ears. 

Despite seeing his side ripped apart, 
Curbishley could not help but want to sit in the 
presence of one of the game’s greats. 

Curbs said: “You don’t often get to see 
other managers these days, so I wanted to 
spend some time with Sir Alex. 

“He has had a rough week, but that is par for
